The  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  non-profit  organization 
established  to  receive  tax  exempt  donations  and  channel  them  into  areas  which  will 
benefit  the  College  and  in  tum  the  community.  The  Foimdation  membership  is  a  group 
of  people  concerned  about  the  future  of  Randolph  Community  College  and  the  area  and 
willing  to  give  tiieir  time  and  energy  to  make  that  future  brighter  and  more  educationally 
productive.  They  represent  a  cross-section  of  the  community's  leadership. 

The  Foundation  Board  considers  needs  the  College  is  not  able  to  meet  through  existing 
revenues  and  conducts  activities  to  secure  the  necessary  funds.  These  funds  come  from 
individuals,  businesses  and  industries  served  by  the  CoUege.

Associate  Degree  Nursing  Fund 

In  1983,  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation,  Inc.,  established  this  endowment  to  help  the 
College  cover  costs  for  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  Program.  Nursing  is  a  high-cost  curriculum,  but 
a  program  of  critical  importance  to  the  people  of  Randolph  County. 

Matching  Endowment  for  Excellence  Fund 

Earnings  from  this  endowment  help  assure  the  best  instruction,  equipment  and  technology  for  the  people 
in  Randolph  County.  Contributions  to  this  fund  are  invested  and  the  earnings  are  allocated  according 
to  the  needs  at  the  College  or  according  to  the  donor's  discretion. 

Endowed  Scholarship  Fund 

An  endowed  scholarship  may  be  established  with  any  initial  contribution;  however,  a  scholarship  is  not 
awarded  or  considered  to  be  fully  endowed  until  contributions  total  $3,000.  An  endowed  scholarship 
is  perpetual.  Only  the  interest  on  the  fund  is  awarded  annually  as  a  scholarship.  There  is  no  limit  on  the 
amount  donors  can  contribute  to  these  scholarship  funds.  Often  a  scholarship  is  established  as  a 
memorial  to  someone  deceased  or  as  a  honor  to  someone  living. 

Designated  Fund 

Donors  who  do  not  wish  to  contribute  to  other  established  funds  or  have  special  projects  or  awards  in 
mind  may  be  interested  in  the  Foundation's  Designated  Fund.  Donors  can  make  a  lump  sum  contribution 
to  this  fund  and  determine  how  their  contributions  will  be  used,  i.e.  for  a  scholarship  or  for  specific 
program  support. 

Undesignated  Fund 

This  fund  provides  for  day-to-day  operations  of  the  RCC  Foundation  and  covers  postage,  meetings, 
audits  and  publications.  These  funds  are  needed  for  operations  because  currentiy  all  other  contributions 
are  restricted  or  endowed.
